TREMENDOUS STORM. 

On Saturday night, from elevea to twelve o’clock, as 
tremendous and defiru€tive a ftorm was experienced in this 
Gity and harbour, as has happened for nearly twenty years 

For feveral days pait the wind has been excefiively vio- 
Jent from the N. E, On Friday laft, about noon, it thift- 
On Saturday it re- 
tumed to N, E, and blew.a very heavy gale untill noon, 
accom panied with rain---it then fhifted to S. E. and con- 
tinued from that quarter until after twelve o’clock at aight, 
when it fuddenly chopped round to S$. W. which, with 
the ebb tide, relieved us from the profpedts of devaitation, 
which before were exceffive and diftreffing. At tweive 
o'clock at night the tide was above two feet high on the 
wharves; feveral veffels were driven from their anchors, 
and a large number of {mall craft were ftoveto pieces and 
funk in the docks ; and nearly all the wharves, from Gibbs’ 
en South Bay, to Gen. Gadfdens, fuffered more or lefs, 
by having their foundations fapped, and their upper works 
broken to pieces and drified away, Nearly the whole of 
Faft Bay-ftreet which was nearly completed, and coft an 
immenfe {um of money, is deftroyed, a great part of South 
Bay, in an equally diteftrous fitmation. Mr, Roper’s, Mr. 
Geyer’s, Mr. Beale’s, Mr. Champney’s, and Mr. Nichols’s 
wharves were injured toa conliderable amount, Trees 
were torn up by the roo's, houfes unreofed and blows
